•	 Plan active outings.

•	 Get everyone involved in active games like catch, Simon says and charades.
•	 Buy inexpensive pedometers and compete to see who takes the most steps.
•	 Set limits on screen time. If your children enjoy videogames, try ones that require movement, 

such as dance and fitness games. Have the entire family play the games together.
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
